The w ar finally drove home to Americans today that lin y are no 
longer the world's best eaters and to save others from starving they 
must go on a simple, unsavory diet. 
M eat stores all over the nation are empty. 
The steak lover is 
eating fish. 
Where butter Is available the housewife can’t afford the 
ration points. 
It isn’t going to get any better for many months, 
'lliere‘11 be 
enough to eat, but the diet w ill be simple and unsavory. 
That is the 
unvarnished picture for 1945, a f f 
least while this nation and its A l­ 
lies are still fighting Japan and 
helping to avert starvation in war- 
ravaged Europe. 
Some other countries, in fact, 
will eat better than America, a 
new and paradoxical situation.

\ O l R LN TERESI IN FOOD PRODUCTION 
c, C. VV mans, Assistant Warren County C ann Labor Manager 
Perhaps some of you may read this Special Edition 
and lean back and say, “Oh well, why should I worry 
about that—I am not a farmer—let him worry” but 
perhaps, if you think of it in the light of how it is going 
to affect your table, you will give it more careful con­ 
sideration. Already people who shop for food are pre­ 
dicting it increasingly difficult to secure many types of 
food. The shortage of one type of food increases the 
demand for some other, and thus in turn makes a short­ 
age in others. Agriculture people have been making a 
study of the food situation and the greatly increased 
needs, are showing little optimism about the outcome. 
The only promise they will make is that, if there are 
enough holes in your belt and you are willing to revise 
your diet, you will get along. 
With the demand for food increasing daily in foreign 
lands and a serious loss of production due to drouth in 
southern hemisphere, particularly in Argentina, Aus­ 
tralia, and Africa, the call for food production in this 
country is greater than ever—yet many farmers are 
finding it necessary to cut back, due largely to lack of 
help, worn out farm machinery and their physical in­ 
ability to continue 
«^rry the load. 
The Department of Agricultural Economics at Cor­ 
nell has pointed out that the increased production of 
livestock and livestock products here in the United 
States Ilas been due to an unusual combination of efforts 
on the part of man and nature . . . the decreasing num­ 
ber of horses . . . the increasing use of hybrid com 
. . . expanding acreage . . . increased efficiency together 
with decreasing farm and government stocks of grains 
and roughages, and good pastures, due to the weather. 
This favorable combination, says Cornell economists, 
cannot be duplicated in the near future. 
Therefore, if 1945 production is to be maintained at 
the predicted high levels, it will be due to even more 
favorable weather than in 1942 and 1944, or to some 
unforeseen development. 
It ii, however, a dangerous 
policy to forecast the future on the basis of a per­ 
manent improvement in the weather. The recent high 
yields per acre have been due in part to better weather; 
in part to better seed and other cultural practices on 
the part of the farmer. The most important factor has 
been the weather which accounted for over 40 per cent 
of the total increase. 
Uuring the last few' uars, the 
weather performance has been excellent and reliable. 
Over a long period of years, however, the weather 
mam has been notorious for his unreliability. Because 
of the importance of the weather in helping or hinder­ 
ing the efforts of farmers, it would be more sensible to 
assume that future yields, as in the past, will fluctu­ 
ate widely from year to year and to expect that the 
fluctuations will be around a level below that of 1942 
and 1944, but above that of the twenties. 
Due to sugar shortages there is a danger of very 
much less home canning and this in turn will greatly 
increase the demand for store goods. 
All in all the prospects are not \erv good for you 
to eat as well as you are accustomed. Is it not import­ 
ant then that you spend your spare hours in helping 
produce all the food possible?

High quality hay—an asset on 
an y farm —depends largely on the 
time of cutting, reminds County 
Agent O. C. Tntt. 
“The younger 
a. grass plant is, the higher its 
nutritive value, and the older it 
is, the more rapidly it falls off 
in quality.” 
When grasses—and legumes— 
are to be used for hay, the pre­ 
bloom stage has been found to be 
highest in feed value end also in 
providing the greatest yield of 
protein per acre, the county agent 
reports. 
Bv timing their cutting 
operations, farm ers can add con­ 
siderable to both the protein value 
and also the feeding value of their 
crop. 
Most hay crops are cut too late, 
the county agent remarks. 
This, 
he explained, results when farm ­ 
ers walt until a part of the hay 
.crop is ready for cutting before 
they start. As a result, the larg 
est amount of their hay is cut 
after the proper time, because all 
cutting and the other steps involv­ 
ed in making hay, cannot be done 
all at once. 
He suggests, for legumes, to 
start cutting Just before the best 
stage, and in that way a large 
percentage of the entire crop will 
be cut a t the proper stage. 
For 
red clover, he recommends cutting 
when the field Is between a third 
and a half In bloom, 
For alfalfa, 
one-tenth in bloom Is about right, 
while Ladino 
clover is 
always 
good. He explained that much of 
the popularity in Ladino clover 
results from the fact that there 
is little variation in the quality 
of the crop, regardless of when 
cut. 
While hay will always be 
depended on as feed for livestock, 
the countv agent points out that 
grass silage most nearly preserves 
the original nutrients of quality 
pasture, and suggests that more 
grass be stored in this manner. 
“ Silage has been found to make 
the least loss in preserved grasses 
and legumes, since the quality is 
sealed” he said. 
He estimated that * 4 million 
aores of hay will be “made” in 
the state this year.

Early cutting of Warren county 
! clover and alfalfa fields is advised 
where leaf spot and stem canker 
are l ansing severe damage. Where 
leaf spot and other diseases are 
causing severe leaf drop and in­ 
jury to the plants, an early cutting 
often reduces the damage to the 
later growth. 
Disease damage is 
also reduced through short rota­ 
tions. 
Long rotations tend to in­ 
crease the disease build-up. 


To produce quality vegetables, 
thinning of seedlings must be prac­ 
ticed so that roots are not crowd­ 
ed and plants can make rapid de­ 
velopment. The following thinning 
distances are 
recommended 
for 
common 
garden 
crops: 
Beets, 
three to four inches; carrots, three 
inches; onions, one to four inches; 
parsnips, four to six inches; rad­ 
ishes, one to one and a half inches; 
turnips, four to six inches; lettuce, 
four to six inches for leaf, eight 
to 12 inches for head; chard, six 
to 12 inches; spinach, four to five 
inches.

Transplanting young crops from 
seedbeds or b.oxes of soil to the 
garden sometimes is not a success 
because the gardener fails to ob­ 
serve a few simple precautions. 
When plants are lifted from the 
original soil, do not pull the plants 
and break off the roots; loosen 
the soil and lift the plants out. 
Transplanting is m ost successful 
in late afternoon rather than in 
the morning when the plants would 
be exposed to hot sun all day. The 
plant should be set a t the same 
depth in the garden as it was in 
the original soil. Each plant should 
be thoroughly watered immediate­ 
ly after planting.

Stray Leaves From Notebook 
O f Reporter About Town 
New Technique Saves Plants 
From Transplanting Shock 


(By Clare A. Berger) 
Hail to the farm er folks as I 
am one of ’em myself. It was way 
back years agone while Ma and 
Pa were spending the sum m er on 
my Granddad’s farm 
th a t 
one 
stilly night in June there was a 
commotion on the old farm . About 
m idnight a sprightly colt arrived 
and about dawn I came 
on 
the 
scene. 
It was a real occasion as 
they do say the farm cat produced 
a mess of kittens about the same 
time. 
I am the only one th a t has 
survived the passage of years. 
So due to the fact th a t I was a 
Clarion county product folks ever 
since have saluted me as a “Clar­ 
ion county horse thief”. It was on 
th a t farm on the hills back of C at­ 
fish th a t I was introduced to po­ 
tato bugs and right now I am will­ 
ing to bet th a t I knocked 37,436,- 
002 bugs into a tin can half filled 
w ith oil. 
And I never knew until 
the other day they called the darn­ 
ed 
things 
Colorado Beetles and 
th a t for years they held Am erican 
potatoes out of Europe. 
T hat was a real farm and on the 
hillsides th a t rose up 
from 
the 
w aters of the 
Allegheny 
there 
were holes where folks hunted the 
gold th a t was reported hidden by 
refugees who passed 
down 
the 
river in batteaux and canoes. Col- 
Brady fought the 
Indians 
over 
those hills and I hav picked up 
Indian arrow heads on Sum m er­ 
ville Hill. 
G reat life 
this 
farm in’. 
My 
uncle was a bird who thought all 
town kids were soft and I have a 
keen recollection th a t one day he 
posted me a t the top of the straw 
elevator of the threshing machine. 
The straw accompanied by a w hirl­ 
wind of chaff blew out of the ele­ 
vator In good shape. It had to be 
forked out of a barn window onto 
a straw stack. 
It was O. K. for 
m y uncle to go for a drink but he 
stayed and stayed. 
The threshers 
worked and worked and there was 
I. It was a case of get busy with 
the pitch fork or get burled so I 
got busy. 
Did I ever w ork? 
I 
did. 
And w hat a joke th a t was, 
why those farm er folk nearly bust­ 
ed laughing when I emerged from 
th a t storm of chaff and straw , face 
red with sweat pouring from every 
pore. 
Right then and 
there 
I 
dem onstrated th a t I had a choice 
vocabulary 
of 
choice expletive^ 
end a lot of cuss words th a t those 
farm ers had never heard. 
A lter 
letting go a few yards of th a t I 
determ ined to forego farm ing and 
take up newspaper work. 


So since th a t tim e I have stood 
on the sidelines and urged 
my 
farm er friends to get 
bU£> 
and 
raise more and more food. 
In fact 
I had a lot ol fun while located rn 
Butler county 
travelling 
about 
learning a bit of potato lore. Down 
there they really go to town with 
potatoes but by 
golly 
W arren 
county has been going g reat guns 
itself. 
County A gent Steve T ritt 
and the other boys 
have 
been 
preaching potatoes no end and re­ 
sults are being obtained. 
Seems 
to me th a t last 
year 
W arren 
county stood seventh in the state 
in potatoes sacked in to those Blue 
Sacks of the Potato Growers Co- 
Op. This year the boys are going 
to go again for potatoes and in a 
big way. 
More power 
to 
’em. 
There is a real chance to get out. 
and give the farm ers a hand and 
how they are going to need it. 
This w eather has ’em stumped, 
hog tied and Webb footed. They 
are all behind w ith their work 
and if we are going to eat next 
w inter every one of us g o tta help. 
Planting potatoes 
is 
somethii ii 
spraying is som ething else 
and 
then the picking tip of the spuds 
after they are dug and helping 
grade ’em. 
W hy there is more 
darned work and fun getting po­ 
tatoes ready to move to m arket 
than there ever was shooting golf. 


And another thing I have not­ 
iced is th a t a lot of W arren folks 
are getting farm s. 
I was sort of 
tem pted to get one m yself and 
make the paym ents on it w ith the 
money I got for not raising things. 
But I guess th a t program is over 
by now. 
I am always a little 
late In getting in on things like 
that. 
But if a fellow had of only 
secured an early sta rt he would 
have done alright. 
Ju st today I 
picked up a paper and read the 
right dope to use in acquiring a 
farm for free. 
It was set forth 


in a letter w ritten by a fellow 
when the "not raising hogs” was 
in vogue and just think of the 
money I could have made. 
The 
letter read as follows: 
“D ear Mr. Secretary: My friend 
Bordeaux over in Frew sburg re­ 
ceived a 
thousand-dollar 
check 
from the governm ent this year for 
not raising hogs. 
So I am going 
into the not-raising-hogs business 
next year. W hat I w ant to know 
is in your opinion, w hat is the 
best kind of hogs not to raise? 
I would prefer not to raise razor- 
backs, as they are very ornery, 
but if they won’t do, I’ll gladly 
not raise w hatever kind you sug­ 
gest. 
It seems to me th a t the 
hardest work in this business is 
going to be in keeping inventory 
on how many hogs I don’t raise, 
but m y friend Bordeaux seems 
to be very joyful about the future 
of this business and he says I 
ought to get in it. 
He’s been 
raising hogs for 20 years and the 
best he ever made, he says, was 
$400 in 1918—until this year when 
he made $1,000 by not raising 50 
hogs, then I will get $2,000 for not 
raising IOO and so on. 
I plan 
to operate on a small scale a t first, 
holding myself down to about 4,000 
hogs, 
which m eans 
I 
will 
get 
$80,000. Now another thing. These 
hogs I will not raise will not eat 
100.000 bushels of corn. 
I under­ 
stand th a t you also pay farm ers 
for not raising corn. 
So will you 
pay me anything for not raising 
100.000 bushels of corn not to be 
fed to the hogs I am not ra isin g ” 
I w anted to get started aa soon 
as possible as this seems a good 
time of the year not to sta rt rais­ 
ing hogs—Yours truly, Charley 
Swwnson. 
P. S.: Will it be all 
right if I raise IO or 12 hogs on 
the side while I am not raising 
hogs, just to keep from starving 
to death.”

For Fast Transplanting, Have Tools and Materials Handy. 


To move a growing plant from 
one location to another always 
causes a shock, and checks growth 
for a time. This shock can be mini- 
mized by simple precautions, with­ 
out which all the advantage of 
starting the plant early might be 
lost. 
Mistreated plants do not always 
die; they may live as cripples, fail­ 
ing to produce a crop of normal 
size and quality. Those most like­ 
ly to survive in full vigor are grown 
in flower puts or plant bands, which 
allow them to be n mod to the 
garden without db turtling the soil 
around their roots. 
But plants with bare roots can be 
set out with small loss by the prop­ 
er method. Tile quicker they' are 
sot out, after being lifted from the 
flat, or bed in which they were 
started, the bettor, lf you grow 
your own, carry t 
den. Purchased p 
damp moss wrap 
roots, and be plar 
possible. 
First dig a hole large and deep 
enough to contain the plant roots; 
then mix with the soil at the bot­ 
tom of the hole a level tablespoon- 
plant food, and throw in a 
I of soil above this.

Labor Demands Less Where 
Machines and Jobs Shared 


Ten-Point Program 
For Garden Success T 


That many farmers are solving 
their own farm labor problems by 
sharing power machinery and lab­ 
or-saving devices, and cooperating 
with neighbors on specific ^ jobs, 
was revealed 
today 
by 
County 
*igent O. C. T ritt and Cecil Win- 
ans, the Emergency 
Farm Labor 
Assistant for 
W arren 
County. 
They suggested that other fann­ 
ers 'could benefit 
from 
similar 
practices. 
A large number 
of home-bullt 
labor-saving devices have appear­ 
ed on farms of the county in re­ 
cent years, enabling one man to 
do the work formerly handled by 
several. Buck-rakes, elevators, hay 
hoists, 
»elf-feeders, 
automatic 
waterers, and similar mechanical 
improvements have already prov­ 
ed their value. 
In other cases, it was found that 
ahort-cuts could 
be 
planned 
to 
save many steps and either elim­ 
inate or simplify numerous farm 
chores. In each 
case, 
whatever 


help was available was better and 
more efficiently utilized, 
it 
was! 
pointed out. 
Careful planning of 
the farm 
jobs also permitted many farmers 
to use high school boys— and girls 
— as “ live-ins" 
on 
their 
farms. 
M any of those who used this type 
of help last year found it benefic- j 
ial to have the young worker visit 
the farm on 
weekends 
before j 
school closed, to learn some of the j 
details of farm work. Other farm- J 
era actually trained their summer 
workers in certain jobs, 
so that 
by the time 
school 
closed, 
the i 
youths were ready to move to the j 
farm home, and fill their place in 
the production and harvesting of 
food and crops.

Emphasizing the need for more 
gardens this year, County Agent 
O. C. T ritt has prepared a 10-point 
program to aid gardeners. 
He 
urges planting those vegetables 
most relished by the family, a3 
well as suggesting 
that 
salads, 
greens, 
seed 
crops, 
and 
root 
crops be included. 
Surplus vege­ 
tables can be preserved for winter 
use by canning, storing, drying, or 
freezing. 
The suggestions offered are: 
1. 
Avoid poor soil devoid of or­ 
ganic 
matter. 
Profitable 
crops 
cannot be grown on soils that are 
in poor physical condition. 
2. 
Apply lime lf needed. 
The 
county agent will test soil samp­ 
les, free. 
3. 
Apply manure, fertilizer, or 
both. 
Complete fertilizers, such 
as 4-12-4 or 5-10-5, should be used 
at the rate of 25 pounds per 1,000 
square feet.

Prepare the seedbed finely 
and deeply, U'hen not too wet or j 
too dry. 
5. 
Use disease-free bean and 
pea seed. 
Plant disease-resistant 
varieties of high quality, adapted 
to local conditions. 
Either pur­ 
chase treated seed or treat seed { 
before planting. 
6. 
Plan t the garden In rows 
running 
lengthwise,

Labor Saving 
Methods For 
Haying Time 


“ H ay Is the Mo. I feed problem” 
declared County Agent O. C. Tritt, 
as he surveyed the varying stands 
in W arren County and studied the 
farm labor needs to harvest the 
hay crop. 
W hile the freak weath­ 
er of early spring has had its ef­ 
fects on the growth of the hay, 
the county agent remarked, “ It, 
looks as if more of our farmers 
will have to find labor-savcrs if 
they are going to harvest all the 
hay they need for the months 
ahead." 
Probably the biggest labor-saver 
in handling hay 
and other crops 
as well 
is 
the 
buckrake, 
the 
county agent revealed. These home 
built 
contraptions, 
attached 
to 
trucks, tractors and former rump- 
carts have become a fam iliar sight 
on many farms during these w ar­ 
time years. 
M any of the buck- 
rakes, built to handle one crop, 
have been strengthened and im­ 
proved and then utilized for many 
jobs around the farm, he revealed. 
B u t there are other labor-saver?; 
in hay-making that can also be 
employed In the county. 
Ile men­ 
tioned the one-man hay racks, the 
hay-hoists, powered lifts, and the 
growing use of chopped hay em­ 
ploying blowers, as some of the 
ways farmers are meeting the lab­ 
or shortage.

Reeds and infant plants (seed­ 
lings) are often attacked by moulds 
or fungi which destroy them. Tins 
is most likely to occur when condi­ 
tions are unfavorable, and they be­ 
come either too wet, cold or warm 
for quick germination and healthy 
growth. 
Seeds Marted indoors, or early 
in the spring before the ground 
warms up, are much more likely 
to be attacked than those sown in 
warm, sunny weather. There arc 
said to be 500 different organisms 
which may be present in soil or 
on the seeds (like bacteria in the 
human system) waiting favorable 
conditions to develop. 
One way to protect your sowing 
from these attacks is to disinfect! 
the seeds, with one of a number 
of disinfectants which have been 
proved to be effective. This pro­ 
tection is especially worth while 
when you are trying to get ani 
extra early start, cither by sowing 
indoors, or in cold weather out-; 
side. 
i 


There is no danger to the seed in 
using 
these 
materials 
provided 
the 
simple 
directions 
furnished 
with them are followed, precisely. 
Never use any disinfectant in great­ 
er strength than recommended. It 
is remarkable what a small amount 
will do. 
F o r exam p le, in u sin g d is ­ 
infectant as a dry powder, 
the 
quantity which can be lifted on the 
blunt end of a toothpick is suffi­ 
cient to coat and protect the seed 
in a standard-size packet. Tear a 
corner of the packet, insert the 
dust and shake thoroughly, and the 
job Is done. 
Most of these materials can also 
be used in liquid form, the seed 
being soaked in the solution, then 
dried before sowing. 
Information about the best dis­ 
infectants can bo obtained from 
seedsmen, from state experiment 
stations, from the Bureau of In­ 
formation of the Department of 
Agriculture 
in 
Washington, 
and 
from most garden centers and Vic­ 
tory garden headquarters.

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Extension Service Assists 
Farmers In Saving His Soil 


In Pennsylvania, 
soil 
erosion 
losses are caused chiefly by water. 
The speed of water increases the 
farther 
it 
travels 
uncontrolled 
across a sloping field. The greater 
the speed, the more power the 
w ater has to cut away soil, as well 
as carry away what has been cut 
loose. 
Reducing 
the 
speed 
of 
w ater is paramount to lowering 
soil erosion losses. 
The topography of many of the 
169,027 farms in Pennsylvania is 
rolling. There are many soil types 
and manv different systems of 
farming. 'These systems range all 
the way from intensive growing 
of cultivated crops which require 
plowing of all the land every year 
to the pasturing of cattle, which 
involves the plowing of little land 
each year. 
These conditions present a va­ 
riety of soil erosion problems. Some 
erosion is found in every section 
of the state where there is enough 
slope to cause water to flow. 
In 
some sections of the state and 
especially on some soil types, ero­ 
sion is quite severe. 
Soil conservation is the direct 
opposite of soil erosion; it is a soil- 
saving instead of a soil-wasting 
process. 
On 
most Pennsylvania 
farms, strip farming in a system 
of good farm management con­ 
serves the soil. Strips of an inter­ 
tilled crop, such as corn, are bor­ 


dered on both sides by strips of 
close growing crops, such as hay 
sods or winter grain. 
The strips 
are wide enough to permit the op­ 
eration of all types of farm m a­ 
chinery, but also narrow enough 
to check the speed of water. 
Good farm management includes, 
among other things, the proper 
handling of tilled crops, including 
the use of cover crops and strip 
cropping; 
pastures; 
and 
forest 
plantings. 
These practices wisely 
administered on each farm pro­ 
vide the answer to the problem of 
reducing soil erosion. 
Since these practices can be put 
into operation by the farmers 
themselves, they are included in 
the program of the Agricultural 
Extension Service of the Pennsyl­ 
vania State Colleg . 
This Exten­ 
sion Service is the agency estab­ 
lished more than 30 years ago to 
take technical information devel­ 
oped through research and demon­ 
strate its practical application to 
farm people. 
Tile aim of the Extension Ser­ 
vice is to assist the farmer and 
his family to do t' ose things 
which they can do themselves to 
improve their own practices. Pro­ 
grams to carry these objectives 
inot effect arc developed on a com­ 
munity basis under the lec.dership 
of the county agents, who counsel 
with the local people concerned.

Beans, one of Hie Victory gar­ 
den’s m ost im portant crops, should 
not be planted until the ground is 
warm . 
They are very tender lo 
frost or to cold cutting winds in 
their younger stages. Gardens with 
light, w arm , sandy soil can get an 
earlier bean start than those with 
heavy colder soil. 
The first crop, in which we take 
a. gam ble with the weather, should 
be given the warm est, mellowest, 
and best drained patch in the gar­ 
den. 
L ater on when the frost dan­ 
ger is past it will mal •* little dif­ 
ference, as the bean is the most 
obliging of vegetables and will even 
produce a fair crop in positions 
m uch m ore shaded than some other 
vegetables will tolerate. 
The choice of varieties is first of 
all w hether you w ant to grow green 
beans or wrax beans. 
Both have

These Are the Insects That Will Attack Your Victory Garden. Know 
Them, So You Can Fight Them Effectively. 


Insect enemies which attack the 
Victory garden 
have 
different 
weapons, and cannot all be fought 
with the 
same methods. 
It 
is 
necessary, therefore, to identify 
what lethal means to use against 
them. 
The chart which accompanies 
this article shows the general char­ 
acteristics of these enemies and 
brief descriptions, with suggestions 
for combating them, follow: 
There are red, black and green 
aphids, but those on vegetables are 
usually pale green. They cling to 
the under-side of leaves, or on the 
growing ends of stems of many 
vegetables, multiplying with am at­ 
ing rapidity. Use rotenonc. 
py­ 
rethrum or nicotine dust or spray, 
immediately first specimens are de­ 
tected. 
Asparagus beetles are blue-black 
With lemon spots, one-quarter inch 
long. Us® rotftnone dust or spray 


while harvest is on, and these or 
an arsenic dust or spray after the 
harvest. 
Blister beetles are grey, striped 
or black, three-quarter inch long, 
prey on potato and tomato plants. 
Use rotenone or pyrethrum spray 
or dust, or calcium arsenate dust. 
The striped cucumber beetle is 
one of the worst home garden 
pests, yellow body with three black 
stripes. It breeds in the blossom 
ends 
of cucumber, 
squash 
and 
melon 
vines, 
eats 
leaves 
and 
spreads disease. Dust new growth 
as it develops with dust composed 
of I lb.' calcium arsenate and IO 
pounds of talc or gypsum, repeat­ 
ing until vines are several feet 
long. Young plants should be pro­ 
tected from their first appearance. 
Do not use lime. 
Flea beetles are small flea-like 
Insects which attack cabbage, egg­ 
plant, potatoes, tomatoes, turnips 
and other vegetables, and riddle I 


the Ie aves with small holes. Use 
rotenone or nicotine dust or spray. 
The 
potato 
bug 
or 
Colorada 
beetle, which may also attack egg­ 
plant and tomatoes, is red with 
black stripes, half inch long. Spray 
or dust with rotenone or arsenic. 
Potato 
leafhoppers 
are 
pale 
green, one-eighth inch long. Also 
found on beans, swarming on your 
approach to the plants, on which 
they cause leaf-curl. 
Nicotine or 
rotenone dust or spray will control. 
Cutworms are caterpillars of va­ 
rious moths which hide by day and 
at night cut off young plants at the 
soil surface. Protect the plants 
with collars of heavy paper or card­ 
board surrounding the stems, ex­ 
tending an inch below the soil 
surface and two inches above, when 
the plants are set out. 
Squash bugs are reddish brown 
to black, three-quarter inch long. 
They lay egg clusters on underside 
of leaves, and can be controlled by 
pyrethrum or rotenone spray or 
dust. 
Tile Mexican bean beetle is a 
black sheep of the lady bug fam­ 
ily. Coppery brown, 8 black spots 
on each wing cover; it eats vines 
and lays yellow egg clusters on 
under side of leaves, which hatch 
out into larvae with voracious appe­ 
tites. Plants must be thoroughly 
sprayed or dusted with rotenone or 
calcium arsenate but not lead ar­ 
senate. 
Tomato worms are green cater­ 
pillars 
with 
conspicuous 
yellow 
markings, three to four inches long. 
The worm eats tomato leaves but 
is easily picked off, or killed by a 
rotenone or arsenic spray or dust. 
The com ear worm is a caterpil­ 
lar two inches long, striped and 
marked green and brown, hatched, 
from eggs laid on the young silk. 
Inject one-quarter teaspoonful of 
medical mineral oil in the sill; 
channel of each ear soon after pol- 
ination. 
Cabbage worms are pale green 
caterpillars one and one-quarter 
inch 
long, 
hatched 
from 
eggs 
laid by white butterflies, which are 
found on cabbage, cauliflower and 
oilier members of the cabbage fam­ 
ily. Dust with rotenone or calcium 
arsenate. 
Grasshoppers may attack all gar­ 
den crops and are best controlled 
by using the poison bait.

Russian-occupied areas w ill be 
hit hard, for the Soviet armies 
lived off the land.

These Plant Food Donuts 
Keep You Out of Trouble 


Modem plant food which, prop­ 
erly used, is an invaluable and in­ 
expensive aid to the amateur gar­ 
dener, 
is 
sometimes 
misused 
through failure to observe simple 
precautions. 
In contrast to the organie ma- 
terials formerly relied upon, chem­ 
ical plant foods are immediately 
available to plants whether the 
ground is cold or warm, which is a 
great 
advantage 
when 
vigorous 
early growth is sought. 
This quick acting quality makes 
it important to avoid spreading 
plant food on green leaves which 
are wet or likely to become so 
while the plant food is still in con­ 
tact. 
It is also well not to allow seeds, 
bulbs or the roots of plants to come 
into direct contact with plant food 
which has not been thoroughly 
mixed with soil in correct propor­ 
tions. 
Manufacturers ordinarily supply 
with each package complete instruc­ 
tions as to how it should be used. 


The first essential is to make an 
even distribution, otherwise, just as 
in the case of sowing seed, you will 
have an uneven and spotted growth. 
Next keep in mind that the exces­ 
sive use of plant food should be 
avoided. 
It is wasteful and may 
result in at least temporary injury 
from overfeeding. Many have found 
their best results come from fre­ 
quent feeding of small quantities. 
Here are a few points to keep in 
mind: 
Never apply plant food when 
grass is wet. 
Do not put the product on the 
leaves or stalks of flowers or vege­ 
tables, or in direct contact with 
seeds or tl*e roots of plants. 
Where water is available sprinkle 
the grass thoroughly after applica­ 
tion is made. 
If water is not available run the 
back of a rake, doormat, or some­ 
thing 
similar over the lawn to 
knock the plant food off the grass. 
This may also be done by sweep­ 
ing with a broom.

Apply at the rate 
of one pint to every 25 feet of row, 
distributing one-half on each side 
of the row, two or three inches 
aw ay from the stems. W o rk light­ 
ly into the soil with a rake or 
cultivator. 
Before watering the 
garden is the best time to feed, 
although It is not essential that 
the plant food be watered in.
